ANGIE DEBO grew up near Marshall, Oklahoma where her parents 
still reside. She attended a rural school and the town high school 
and received her college, training at the University of Oklahoma where 
she graduated in 1918. Her Master's degreo was received from the 
University of Chicago in 1924, She taught in the rural’schools of 
Garfield ond Logan countics, in the senior high school of Enid, and 
in two colleges in Texas. 


"T was busy and happy in my work," says Miss Debo, "for in 
spite of the horror with which many people regard the profession, I 
think it, is’ fun to teach... If I ever considered writing, it was only in 
a vague gonoral way when one of my student themes turned out not so bad 
as usual. But I was fortunatoc in my master's thesis at Chicago, and 
with the encouragement of J. Fred Rippy, I had the satisfaction of 
seoing it published in the Smith College Studies in History." The 
title of her thesis was "Historical Background of the American Policy 
of. Isolation.” 


"From that time on I wanted to write something else, but all 
my time was claimed by my students. I made a feeble attcmpt one morning 
by writing an alleged short story of pioneer days in Oklahoma, I sont 
it to a magazine editor, who must have been Santa Claus in disguise, 
for he sent me a chock for onc hundred and fifty dollars. For a few 
weeks I had scrious delusions of grandcur, but I was speedily cured by 
a succession of magazine cditors who bore not the slightest resemblance 
to any bencficent saint, My "“storios" came back,so fast I began to 
suspect they went half way and turned around and camc home without 
completing their journcye 


"This undeserved initial success and the subscquent discovery 
thet writing is not casy, made me resolve to take up some scrious works 
There was only one kind of writing I had been trained to does historical 
reseurch-= and so I came to the University of Oklahoma to take some 
courses with Dr. Dale, who is the greatest teecher I have every knowns 
Incidently I found it easy to fit my needs to doctorial requiremonts and 
so I took a degree at the same time, There wos no particular reason why 
I should sclect the Choctaws as my subject except for the annoying 
tendoney of previous writers to confine themselves solely to the 
Cherokees and indicate the other Indian tribes by ditto marks." 


The Rise and Fall of the Choctaw Republic was rcleased by the 
University of Oklahoma press in 1934, ° It received favorable notice by 
reviewers throughout the country and in 1935, it received the John H, 
Dunning Prize of $250. awarded bionnially by the American Historical 
Association for the best beok submitted in any ficld of Amorican history, 
the first time such an award hed becn made to an Oklahoma writcr, The 
success of this bcok and a grant from the Social Scicnce Rescarch Council 
caused Iiiss Debo to rcsign her position as curator of the Panhandle 
Plains Historical Muscum at Canyon, Texas, to devote hor time to further 
writing.

I made a feeble attempt one morning 
by writing an alloged short story of pioncer days in Oklahoma, I sont 
it to a magazine editor, who must have been Santa Claus in disguise, 
for he sent me a check for one hundred and fifty dolitrs. For a few 
wecks I had serious delusions of grandour, but I was specdily cured by 
a succession of magazine cditors who boro not the slightost rescmblance 
to any bencficent saint. My “storics" came back so fast I began) to 
suspect they went half way and turned around.and came home without 
completing their journcy.e

"This undeserved initial success ond the subsequent discovery 
that writing is not casy, made mo resolve to take up some serious works 
There was only one kind of writing I had beon trained to doee historical 
rosecurch-- and so I came to the University of Oklohoma to take somo 
courscs with Dr. Dale, who is the greatcst toschor I have every known, 
Incidently, I found it easy. to fit my needs to doctorial requirements and 
so I took a degree at the same timo, Thore was no particular reason why 
I should scolect the Choctows as my subject except for the annoying 
tendcney of previous writers to confine themselves solely to the 
Cherokees, and indichte the other Indian tribes by ditto marks." 


The Rise and Fall of the Choctaw Republic was rclensed by the 
University of OkIchoma press in 1934, It received favorable notice by 
reviewers throughout the ccuntry and in 1935, it recoived the John H, 
Dunning Prize of $250. awarded bicnnially by tho Amoriieon Historical 
Association for the best beck submittcd in any field of Amorican history, 
the first time such an award had been mnude to an Oklahoma writer. Tho 
success of this book and a grent from the Social Science Research Council 
caused Miss Debo to resign her position as curator of the Panhandle 
Plains \Historical Muscum at Canyon, Texas,’ to devote her time to further 
writing. She has recently completed another book “As Long as the Waters 
Run", which has not yet becn published, and she is now writing « history 
of the Creeks.
